Between 1970 and 1979 prod- 
uctivity nationally increased by 
13% while the Post Office's 
productivity actually fell by 15%. 
And the Post Office price 
increases have outstripped the 
rate of inflation measured 
by the Retail Price Index which 
monitors the price

The Post Office also say that 
its now much more efficiént 
and productive. 

The Post Office is promising 
that, Sundays excepted, it will 
deliver 9096 of first-class letters 
on the day after collection and 
9696 of second-class mail within 
three working days of collection.

ls someone somewhere waiting 
for a letter from you? None of 
us write letters like we used to. 
Part of the reason is we use the 
telephone instead. But another 
cause is the cost of posting 
a letter. 

Ten years ago, a first-class 
stamp cost 3p. From today it 
will cost 154p. In the box below 
we chart the year-on-year-price 
rises compared with inflation 
and efficiency. 

But though prices have risen, 
the standard of service hasn't. 
Evening and night collections 
have been slashed; rural areas 
have lost collections and deliv- 
eries and Sunday services are 
just a fond memory. 

In the halcyon days before the 
First World War, you could post 
a letter in the morning and have 
a reply the same day in London, 
where every weekday there were 
10 collections and- 6 deliveries 
of mail. |
